980, 
which  added  secjbion  1363  to  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968  (Title  Xni 
of  the  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Act  of  1968  (Pub.

These  elevations  together  with  the 
flood  plain  management  measures  re¬ 
quired  by  §  1910.3  of  the  program  regu¬ 
lations  are  the  minimum  that  are  re¬ 
quired.  They  should  not  be  construed  to 
mean  the  community  must  change  any 
existing  ordinances  that  are  more  strin¬ 
gent  in  their  flood  plain  management  re¬ 
quirements.  The  community  may  at  any 
time  enact  stricter  requirements  on  its 
own.  or  pursuant  to  policies  established 
by  other  Federal,  state  or  regional  enti¬ 
ties.  These  proposed  elevations  will  also 
be  used  to  calculate  the  appropriate  flcxxi 
insurance  premium  rates  for  new  build¬ 
ings  and  their  contents  and  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  layer  of  insurance  on  existing  build¬ 
ings  and  contents.
